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To  the  Norman  Gross  Rural  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Fourteenth  Annual  Report 
upon  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year 
ended  December  31st  1971. 

The  District  lies  mainly  to  the  South  of  the  City  of 
Peterborough  running  across  the  County  from  East  to  West. 

The  main  industries  are  agriculture,  brick-making  and 
engineering,  and  there  are  two  poultry  processing  premises.  Many 
people  who  live  in  the  District  find  their  employment  in  Peterborough. 

The  mid-year  population  was  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
to  have  been  11,980  an  increase  of  190  over  the  previous  year. 

There  were  229  live  births  during  the  year  (7  more  than  in 
1970) .  The  crude  birth  rate  was  19.1  per  1,000  of  the  population  and 
the  adjusted  rate  18.5.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  vra.3  l6. 

There  were  15  illegitimate  live  births  during  the  year  which 
was  1%  of  the  births.  The  National  percentage  was  8^. 

Four  infant  deaths  occurred,  the  infant  mortality  rate  being 
17  per  1,000  live  births.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  18  per 
1,000. 

There  was  1  still-birth.  The  Perinatal  Mortality  rate  being 
13  per  1,000  total  births.  Nationally  the  Perinatal  rate  was  22  per 
1,000. 

There  were  115  deaths,  60  males  and  55  females.  The  crude 
death  rate  was  9.6  per  1,000  and  the  adjusted  rate  12.6  per  1,000.  The 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.6  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  has 
fallen  1  over  the  Country  in  recent  years.  This  is  due  to  better 
housing  and  sanitary  conditions,  but  mainly  to  the  availability  of 
immunisation  against  these  diseases.  Infections  with  Diphtheria  and 
Poliomyelitis  are  now  rare  in  this  Country  and  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough  are  considerably  reduced.  In  this  District  there  were  only  14 
cases  of  Measles  and  23  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  notified.  I  must 
emphasise  however  that  if  the  immunisation  programme  is  allowed  to 
deteriorate  so  that  the  number  of  persons  immunised  falls  below  a 
certain  percentage,  any  of  the  infectious  diseases  could  return.

Work  continued  during  the  year  on  20  houses  and  bungalows  at 
Roman  Drive,  Stibbingtoni  this  contract  started  in  June  1970,  but 
progress  is  slow. 

Work  commenced  in  July  1971  on  60  houses,  bungalows  and  flats 
on  a  site  South  of  Yaxley  Church.  Progress  is  good  and  there  is  every 
reason  to  think  that  work  vdll  be  completed  on  time.  An  extension  of 
this  attractive  site  is  possible,  and  the  Council  already  own  premises 
fronting  Church  Street  which  has  been  let  as  a  hairdressing  salon, 

A  block  of  six  garages  at  Elton  commenced  at  the  end  of  1971, 
Further  blocks  of  garages  may  be  required  in  other  parishes  as  car 
ownership  increases. 

Installation  of  central  heating  continues  in  existing  Council 
houses,  A  more  efficient  and  attractive  oil-fired  appliance  is  now  being 
offered  to  tenants,  in  addition  to  electric  night  store  heating 

A  review  of  all  Council -owned  land  has  been  carried  out,  in 
conjunction  with  an  examination  of  the  Council  house  waiting  list.  As 
a  result  of  this,  land  at  Orton  Longuevllle,  Holme,  and  Folksworth  has 
been  sold  for  private  development,  A  periodic  review  of  Council-owned 
land  would  serve  a  useful  purpose  and  ensure  that  it  is  put  to  the  best 
use* 


The  Architects  are  preparing  revised  plans  for  development  of 
a  further  stage  of  Council  land  near  the  Church  at  Farcet,  for  conimencG.u<^ 
in  1972  if  required, 

HOUSING  ACTION  klJD  L^PROVE^lENT 


5  Houses  were  demolished  during  the  year,  13  Demolition  Orde^b 
were  made,  this  work  being  possible  as  a  result  of  new  Council  properties 
becoming  available  at  Stibbington.  1  Closing  Order  was  made. 

Applications  were  received  for  22  Standard  Grants  and  15 
Improvement  Grants,  Improvement  work  does  not  show  a  dramatic  increase ^ 
but  has  been  continuing  steadily  ever  since  the  grant  scheme  commenced.

Six  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  and  were  sent 
for  bacteriological  examination.  All  were  reported  as  satisfactory.  The 
main  water  is  within  the  ”very  hard"  category  and  is  not  plumbo-solvent. 

The  Fluoride  content  is  between  0.25  and  0.56  parts  per  million, 
depending  upon  the  source. 


There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  district,  but  there 
are  five  shallow  plastic  lined  beginners  pools  at  Schools  at  Holme,  Orton 
Longueville  (2),  Stilton  and  Yaxley  and  a  larger  conventional  pool  at  the 
Orton  Longueville  School.  7  Water  samples  were  taken  at  School  swimming 
pools  during  the  summer  season.  Three  of  these  samples  were  unsatisfactoryi 
adjustments  were  made  to  the  chlorination  plant  at  the  three  schools 
concerned,  and  subsequent  samples  were  satisfactory. 

The  Water  Undertaking  was  incorporated  into  the  South 
Lincolnshire  Water  Board  as  from  1st  October  1968.  The  Engineer  and 
I4anager  has  supplied  the  following  information !-

Telemet.iy  equipment  was  installed  at  the  pumping  stations 
at  Orton  Longueville  and  Glatton  to  enable  the  operation  of 
the  stations  to  be  supervised  and  controlled  from  the  Board’s 
Control  Centre  at  Bourne.  Contracts  were  also  let  for  the 
provision  of  similar  equipment  at  the  pumping  stations  at 
Fletton  Avenue,  Yaxley  and  Folksworth  and  this  equipment 
should  be  installed  in  the  early  part  of  1972* 

Two  new  pumps  were  purchased  for  the  Glatton  Pumping  Station 
but  installation  was  delayed  due  to  County  Council  road 
alteration  work  in  front  of  the  pumping  station.

Appr oxivaately  of  the  water  supplied  to  the  Rural  District 
originated  from  the  source  works  at  Wilsthorpe,  Etton  and  Tallington  and 
the  remaining  iS  originated  at  the  source  works  at  Pilsgate  and  was 
supplied  to  the  Rural  District  via  the  pipe  line  under  the  River  Nene  at 
Wansf ord • 


itegular  weekly  samples  of  raw  and  treated  water  from  each 
source  of  supply  and  from  points  within  the  distribution  system  were 
taken  throughout  the  year  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Peterborough.  In  the  vast  majority 
of  cases  the  results  of  these  examinations  were  satisfactory  but  slight 
trouble  was  experienced  towards  the  end  of  the  year  x/ith  bacteriological 
pollution  of  the  raw  water  at  the  Wilsthorpe  source.  The  chlorination 
control  equipment  installed  ensured  that  all  water  put  into  supply  was 
of  a  satisfactory  quality,  Satisfactory  chemical  analyses  of  v/ater  from 
each  source  were  also  obtained.*' 

Under  Circular  92/71,  the  Government's  proposals  for  the  re¬ 
organisation  of  water  and  sewage  services  in  England  and  Wales  are  that 
as  from  1st  April  1974  there  will  be  10  Itegional  Water  Authorities  to 
deal  with  all  aspects  of  the  hydrological  cycle  from  source  to  the  tap. 
In  addition  to  water  supply,  the  Regional  Water  Authorities  will  deal 
\/ith  the  functions  of  the  present  River  Authorities  and  the  Waterways 
Board, 

DRAIiiAGE 


By  the  end  of  1971  drains  from  3535  properties  had  been 
connected  to  the  public  sewers  in  Ya:d.ey,  Farcet,  Gtiltonp  Orton 
Longueville,  Orton  Viaterville,  Elton,  Holme,  Sibson-cum-otibbington, 
Alwalton  and  Chesterton.  The  only  parishes  now  not  sewered  or  for 
which  schemes  are  not  in  hand  are  Denton  and  Caldecote,  Haddon,  Morborne 
and  Water  Newton, 

3  cesspools  \JQIQ  abolished  and  properties  connected  to  the 
public  sewer.  7  pails  were  converted  to  w.cs.  5  new  septic  tanks  or 
cesspools  v;ere  provided  in  unsewered  areas. 

The  existing  works  continue  to  give  good  samples  and  there  is 
no  pollution  of  the  River  Nene  from  foul  sewers  \\rithin  this  district.  In 
common  with  other  districts  where  the  drainage  systems  incorporate  long 
pumping  mains,  there  have  been  some  complaints  of  smells  from  vent  pipes 
where  the  rising  mains  meet  the  gravity  sewersi  introduction  of  lime  to 
the  rising  mains  has  been  tried  during  the  year  in  an  effort  to  prevent 
the  generation  of  hydrogen  sulphide,  and  results  so  far  are  prouiising. 

Drainage  Contract  15  for  the  sewering  of  Folksworth  etc, 
continued  during  the  year.  Sewers  have  been  laid  in  Stanground  and  Farcet 
and  work  is  in  progress  at  Norman  Cross  and  Folksworth,  Rising  mains  have 
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been  laid  and  thrust  bores  completed  under  the  Great  North  Road.  Work 
remaining  includes  completion  of  sewers  and  laterals  in  Folksworth  and 
the  remodelling  of  pumping  stations  at  Yaxley  and  Farcet.  Progress  up 
to  December  1971  is  reasonable. 

The  Peterborough  Development  Corporation’s  contractors  have 
commenced  work  on  the  Orton  East  Foul  Sewer  and  the  Orton  East  Surface 
Water  sewer,  in  preparation  for  development  of  the  Ortons. 

The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  are  continuing  with  the 
preparation  of  a  scheme  of  surface  water  drainage  for  the  village  of 
Yaxley,  to  deal  with  the  surface  water  from  existing  and  future  development 
in  this  expanding  parish.  At  the  speed  development  is  progressing,  it  may 
be  necessary  to  consider  next  year  vrfiether  a  report  on  the  surface  water 
drainage  of  Stilton  is  required. 

A  scheme  for  the  foul  drainage  of  Glatton  is  being  prepared,  to 
deal  with  an  area  where  disposal  to  the  soil  is  difficult. 

The  formation  of  10  Regional  Water  Authorities  for  England  and 
Wales,  mentioned  previously  in  this  Report,  proposes  that  the  Regional 
V/ater  Authorities  will  deal  with  the  treatment  and  disposal  of  sewage,  but 
the  details  have  yet  to  be  decided. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


The  7  day  rota  of  collection  continued  as  usual  during  the  year, 
the  rota  being  maintained  over  holiday  periods  by  v/orking  on  Saturdays. 

A  new  35  cu.yd.  capacity  compression  type  collection  vehicle  was  delivered 
in  December  1971  to  replace  the  existing  ’’Pakamatic”,  which  has  been  kept 
as  spare. 


A  refuse  collection  service  was  provided  over  the  Spring  Bank 
Holiday  period  for  the  2300  caravans  attending  the  National  Caravan  Rally 
and  for  the  shops  and  catering  facilities. 

LAiiSAC  representatives  are  examining  the  collection  scheme  with 
a  view  to  revising  the  collectors’  bonus  and  introducing  a  bonus  scheme 
for  men  engaged  on  other  work.
